MUNSAN, Ko rea, J an. 4 — ()P)— 
The Co mmunists madr* sev en o b­ 
jectio ns to day to the six -po int A l­ 
lied plan fo r ex changing priso ners 
o f war and rejected a new U. N 
appeal fo r an immediate trade o f 
sick and wo unded priso ners. 


In a nearby tent at Panmunjo m 
Allied truce nego tiato rs asked fo r 
an ex planatio n o f reDo rts that the 
Co mmunists are shipning crated 
warplanes into No rth Ko rea. They 
also accused Red China o f releas­ 
ing so ldiers o f Ko rean o rigin from 
its armies in 194 9 and 19 50 to 
fo rm the cadre of the No rth Ko ­ 
rean Red Army . 
“ No thing Wro ng” 
Chinese Mai. Gen Hsieh Fang 
said there was no thing wro ng in 
this. He labeled the crated plane 
repo rt a “ ridiculo us rumo r.” 
Hsieh, in turn, accused the A l­ 
lies o f ho lding behind their lines 
thro ugh intimidatio n with the ato m 
bo mb so me 5 00,000 No rth Ko reans. 
Bo th subco mmittees repo rted no 
pro gress to ward an armistice. Bo th 
agreed to try agairv Saturday at 11 
a.m. (9' p.m. EST Friday ) in Pa n­ 
munjo m. 
The priso ner ex change subco m­ 
mittee held a maratho n sessio n 
lasting fo ur ho urs and 20 minutes. 
Afterwards Rear Adm. R. 
E. 
Libby said: 
“ It lo o ks to me as if we are in 
fo r a lo ng struggle.” 
The Reds rejected the Allied e x ­ 
change plan Thu rsday , but Libby 
asked them to study it further.

The Allied plan called fo r an 
ex change o f priso ners o n a man- 
fo r-man basis until o ne side o r 
the o ther ho lds no mo re. The re­ 
maining priso ners wo uld be trad­ 
ed fo r civ ilians, and fina lly tho u­ 
sands o f displaced civ ilians re­ 
maining wo uld be traded in an 
a ll-fo r-a ll ex change. 
Ho wev er, 
the Allies 
specified 
that no o ne— war priso ner o r civ il­ 
ian—wo uld be repatriated against 
his will. 
Priso ners 
refusing 
to be e x ­ 
changed and priso ners traded fo r 
civ ilia ns wo uld hav e to sign pa ­ 
ro les pro mising no t to fight again 
in the war. 
No rth Ko rean Maj. Gen. Lee- 
Sang Cho said “ all peace-lo v ing 
peo ple o f the wo rld” fav o red the 
Red a ll-fo r-a ll plan fo r ex cha ng­ 
ing priso ners. 
Libby to ld Lee repeatedly no t 
to speak fo r the wo rld, but o nly 
fo r tho se who m he represents at 
the co nference.

SEOUL, Jan. 4—(/P)—Allied in­ 
fantry men stormed throu gh heav y 
mortar and small arms fire today 
and recaptu red prized Christmas 
Hill on the East-Central Korean 
battle front. 
Commu nist troops had attack ed 
and won the hill after dark . The 
assau lt tou ched off a see-saw fight 
that lasted throu ghou t most of the 
night. 
The peak had changed hands re­ 
peatedly 
since 
Chinese 
troops 
seized it on Christmas Day . The 
Hill is west of M u ndu ng Valley . 
Along the rest of the 145 mile 
battle front, patrols of both sides 
probed and fou ght minor sk ir­ 
mishes. 
The weather was milder after 
a week of bitter cold.

sk ies 
brou ght ou t Allied airm en in a 
limited nu m ber of 
flights. The 
Fifth Air Force flew 7 9 sorties

The Christmas Hill assau lt be­ 
gan at 7 :35 p. m., Thu rsday w hen 
abou t 40 Commu nists attack ed and 
cu t off the two Allied sq u ads.

cou nterattack ed 
after 
midnight against 
intense 
m ortar and small arms fire. The 
Reds had bu ilt u p their forces. 
Commu nist troops drov e back the 
Allied force. 
Ju st before dawn, the U. N. com­ 
mand troops attack ed again and 
won the hill.

research. 
According to Rey nolds, agricu l­ 
tu re is a highly specialized bu si­ 
ness and only farmers who 
hav e 
the latest and most u p-to-date in­ 
formation on crops and produ ction 
practices 
can hope to 
compete 
with other segments of the econ­ 


omy . 
Research is particu larly import­ 
ant du ring this emergency period, 
as the welfare of the nation de­ 
pends to a great ex tent on a strong 
and highly produ ctiv e agricu ltu re. 
Rey nolds has appointed a sev en- 
man committee, headed by J. R. 
Pau ling, 
Research 
Director for 
Deering Farms, Inc., Deering, Mo., 
to mak e recommendations for an 
ex panded research program. Dr. 
J. H. Longwell, 
Dean, 
Missou ri 
College of Agricu ltu re, and Dr. W. 
C. Etheridge, Professor of Field 
Crops, Missou ri College of Agri­ 
cu ltu re, met with this committee 
and ou tlined a plan to be presented 
to the Senate Appropriations Com­ 
mittee in Janu ary .

Here is an ex planation of the 
measu re ju st sent ou t by the de- 
j partment.

“Chiefly affected by the new 
law will be those people who do 
not now hold state driv ers’ licenses. 
New driv ers, those mov ing into the 
state, and present license holders 
who let their permits become de­ 
linq u ent will all hav e to pass ex ­ 
aminations 
before being 
issu ed 
driv ing permits. 
Present Ho lders 
“As long as holders of present 
licenses k eep renewing them on 
time, they will not be req u ired to 
tak e the ex aminations. 
“ In addition to the tests req u ir­ 


e d . the other m ajor change in the 
law is a prov ision 
whereby 15- 
v ear-old stu dents may tak e ou t 
temporary permits that will let 
them operate a car while accom­ 
panied by a school instru ctor. 
“The new license will be k nown 
as an ‘operator’s 
license’ rather 
than driv er’s license. 
Fo ur Tests 
“There are fou r tests inclu ded 
in the ex amination for new driv ers. 
Applicants mu st tak e a written 
test on road laws, pass a 
v ision 
test, tak e a 
driv ing 
test, 
and 
recognize highway signs. Tests will 
be held in the home cou nty of the 
applicant and will be giv en by 
persons designated by the director 
of rev enu e. 
“Applications for operators’ and 
chau ffeu rs’ licenses will be av ail­ 
able Janu ary 1 at all places where 
car licenses are sold. All applicants 
will be notified when mak ing ap­ 
plication as to the time and place 
w here ex aminations will be held. 
Many of the places w here driv ers’ 
license applications are now tak en 
will soon be au thorized to handle 
operators’ licenses, according to 
information from the departm ent 
of motor v ehicles.

“Driv ing tests will inclu de these

su bjects: Back ing; tu rning arou nd; 
parallel 
park ing; 
stopping and 
starting on grade; signalling; k eep­ 
ing in lane; 
passing and being

“Limited licenses may be issu ed 
to driv ers hav ing fau lty v ision. On 
the back of each new license will 
be a space w here all traffic v iola­ 
tions resu lting in cou rt conv ictions 
may be listed. 
“Cost of the new licenses will be 
$1 and the permits will be good for 
a period of three y ears.”

tucky College of Agriculture, of 
which he is a graduate, in suc­ 
cessfully handling 1500 layers on 
his farm near East Prairie. He 
says that it takes two people about 
1 Vz hours each day to care for this 
size flock. He says that he has 
found that this is only about one- 
half hour more than would be re­ 
quired to take care of a flock 1/3 
this size. 
The acreage used for this size 
operation is only slightly more 
than what 
is required 
for the 
houses since he likes to keep the 
la y ers penned in most of the year. 
All feeds are supplied in cafeterial 
sty le, the birds having the choice 
o f a good laying mash, good qual­ 
ity whole oats or corn when they 
a re in production. A ll pullets are 
vaccinated for Newcastles disease 
a tld chicken pox. W hole corn cobs 
are used for a built up litter. W hile 
I did not ask for detailed figures 
about the profits being made I 
g o t enough information to know 
that this is proving to be a profit­ 
able enterprise. 
During the same visit he gave 
me some very interesting figures 
on the cost of feeding 100 head 
of hogs which he has at this time 
which average about 150 lbs. in 
weight. The pigs are getting a 
high protein poultry mash with 
tankage added, some extra m in­ 
erals and all the grain that they 
w ill eat. He reports that the cost 


I of making the gain at this time 
based on current farm prices for 
feed is 16c per pound. He thinks 
that if it were not for the fact 
that the hogs are now getting a 
few waste soybeans that the ac­ 
tual feeding cost would be some­ 
what higher than this. It is M r. 
W hittenberg’s opinion that if good 
small grain pastures were a v a il­ 
able for the hogs that the cost of 
gain in terms of other feeds would 
be about three cents per pound 
less.

New Mad rid Co. Farm News 


W aller

There w ill be no better year 
than 1952 to remember the adage 
that a farmer should not “ put all 
of his eggs in one basket.” I hear 
of a few farmers who are talking 
about putting their entire farms 
in soybeans. One reason w hy I do 
not think this is not a good idea 
is that we can have soybean crop 
failures as well as failures in some 
other 
crops. 
Joh n 
Dowling 
has 
just given me an experience of 
his own that illustrates how this 
can happen. He reports that sev­ 
eral years ago he and M r. Babb 
produced 30 bushels per acre on 
134 acres of land that is not as 
good as some that they have. He 
says that they were so well pleas­ 
ed w ith the results that they plant­ 
ed 134 acres again next year on 
this land but got a yield of only 
5 bushels per acre. 


One of the most overlooked jobs 
that livestock farm ers should do 


this w inter is to treat their cattle 
against cattle grubs. Leroy Rott- 
mann, county agent, says if all the

These grubs are variously re­ 
ferred to as the w arble fly, the ox 
warble, grubs in the back, or the 
heel fly. In general size and ap­ 
pearance, the adult fly resembles 
the common honey bee. In the 
early 
spring 
these 
flies 
appear 
about cattle, laying their eggs on 
the hairs of the legs, especially 
in the region just above the hoof. 
The anim al licks the part of the 
body upon which the eggs are laid, 
and the moisture from the tongue 
softens the shell of the egg so 
that the larvae escape and burrow 
into the skin of the animal. These 
larvae, 
or 
grub, 
then 
journey 
through the tissue to their objec­ 
tive place beneath the skin all 
along the back. 


This journey through the flesh 
takes place during the summer and 
fall months. Sm all swellings ap­ 


pear along the back about the la t­ 
ter part of December, and each 


grub makes a small opening in 
the hide to receive air. This tu­ 
mor increases to the size of a 


small 
walnut. 
In 
the 
spring 
it 
works its w ay out through the hole, 
falls to the ground, and w ithin a 
few days it passes through the 
pupal and into the fly stage to 
begin its life anew. 


The loss caused by these grubs 
is estimated at millions of dollars 
each year. Loss to hides alone, 
caused by the holes, runs from 50 
to 60 million dollars annually. In 
addition, loss of weight, reduced 
m ilk production, and the deprec­ 
iation of the carcass value causes 
untold damage. 


The control of grub infestation 
rests very largely in the destruc­ 
tion of the grubs before they drop 
to the ground. A 5 % rotenone dust 
should be used and can be applied 
as a dust, or as a spray. Three 
tablespoons per gallon of w ater 
should 
be used 
when spraying. 
W hen a dust is being used, three 
ounces of a m ixture containing 
one part rotenone and two parts 
of sulphur should be used. The 
dust should be worked into the 


hair so that it w ill come in con­ 
tact w ith the openings made by 
the grubs. An old broom, or hand 
brush, w ill do the job. Rottmann 
suggests that this treatment be 
repeated every 30 days until all 
signs of the grub have disappear­ 
ed.

Health for All 


GOUT 
There are quite a few people 
Whose New Year’s resolutions at 
this time include a vow against 
over-indulgence in rich food and 
liquor. 
With the exception of gaining 
a few unwanted pounds, those who 
enjoy sound health probably en­ 
joy the hearty eating of the cur­ 
rent holidays without serious af­ 
ter-effects. But for many gout pa­ 
tients, holiday indulgence means 
severe attacks of pain associated 
with their illness. 
Gout is a disease of the meta­ 
bolism 
characterized 
by 
pain, 
swelling, or tenderness in some 
joint. While over-indulgence does 
not cause gout (the exact cause is 
unknown), the rich food and drink 
sei ved on occasions like Christmas 
ho’idays bring on painful attacks 
for gout sufferers who yield to 
temptation. 
Some think that gout is an ill­ 
ness of the past, a painful retri­ 
bution once visited on old men 
who ate and drank to excess in 
youth and middle age. But many 
people in this country suffer from 
gout, and the number of its vic­ 
tims seems to be increasing. Some 
very young people have the dis­ 
ease, and the symptoms usually 
first appear among people 35 or a 
ljttle over; rarely does gout strike 
for the first time in people over 
60 or 70. 
Gout upsets the body metabol­ 
ism, or regular tissue changes in­ 
volved in utilizing nourishment 
and excreting waste. Ordinarly, 
the body expels some of the worn- 
out cell m atter by converting it to 
a chemical called uric acid which 
is excreted with urine. With gout 
patients, the uric acid accumulates 
instead in the blood and may be 
deposited in and around the joints, 
in certain cartilages or in some 
internal organs. As these abnorm­ 
alities develop, the patient suffers 
acute attacks of pain from time 
to time. 
The first attack of gout comes 
on suddenly, usually awakening 
its victim at night by a severe pain 
in one of the joints. The acute 
stage is over in about a week but

One of the most overlooked jobs 
that livestock farmers should do 


this winter is to treat their cattle 
against cattle grubs. Leroy Rott- 
mann, county agent, says if all the 
farmers in a community treated 
their cattle thoroughly with ro- 
tenone 
this 
winter, 
next 
year’s 
prospective grup crop would not 
make its appearance. 


These grubs are variously re­ 
ferred to as the warble fly, the ox 
warble, grubs in the back, or the 
heel fly. In general size and ap­ 
pearance, the adult fly resembles 
the common honey bee. 
In the 
early 
spring 
these 
flies 
appear 
about cattle, laying their eggs on i 
the hairs of the legs, especially j 
in the region just above the hoof. 
The animal licks the part of the 
body upon which the eggs arc laid, 
and the moisture from the tongue 
softens the shell of the egg so 
that the larvae escape and burrow 
into the skin of the animal. These 
larvae, 
or 
grub, 
then 
journey 
through the tissue to their objec­ 
tive place beneath 
the skin all 
along the back. 


This journey through the flesh 
takes place during the summer and 
fall months. Sm all swellings ap­ 


pear along the back about the lat­ 
ter part of December, and each 
grub makes a small opening in 
the hide to receive air. This tu­

The acreage used for this size 
operation is only slightly more 
than what is required for the 
houses since he likes to keep the 
layers penned in most of the year. 
All feeds are supplied in cafeteria! 
style, the birds having the choice 
of a good laying mash, good qual­ 
ity whole oats or corn when they 
are in production. All pullets are 
vaccinated for Newcastles disease 
and chicken pox. Whole corn cobs 
are used for a built up litter. While 
I did not ask for detailed figures 
about the profits being made I 
got enough information to know 
that this is proving to be a profit­ 
able enterprise. 
During the same visit he gave 
me some very interesting figures 
on the cost of feeding IOO head 
of hogs which he has at this time 
which average about 150 lbs. in 
weight. The pigs are getting a 
high protein poultry mash with 
tankage added, some extra min­ 
erals and all the grain that they 
will eat. He reports that the cost 


of making the gain at this time 
based on current farm prices for 
feed is 16c per pound. He thinks 
that if it were not for the fact 
that the hogs are now getting a 
few waste soybeans that the ac­ 
tual feeding cost would be some­ 
what higher than this.

Health for All 


GOUT 
There are quite a few people 
whose New Year’s resolutions at 
this time include a vow against 
over-indulgence in rich food a^u 
liquor. 
With the exception of gaining 
a few unwanted pounds, those who 
enjoy sound health probably en­ 
joy the hearty eating of the cur­ 
rent holidays without serious af­ 
ter-effects. But for many gout pa­ 
tients, holiday indulgence means 
severe attacks of pain associated 
with their illness. 
Gout is a disease of the meta­ 
bolism 
characterized 
by 
pain, 
swelling, or tenderness in some 
joint. While over-indulgence does 
not cause gout (the exact cause is 
unknown), the rich food and drink 
sei ved on occasions like Christmas 
ho’idays bring on painful attacks 
foi gout sufferers who yield to 
ter lptation. 
Home think that gout is an ill­ 
ness of the past, a painful retri- 
buion once visited on old men 
who ate and drank to excess in 
youth and middle age. But many 
people in this country suffer from 
gout, and the number of its vic­ 
tims seems to be increasing. Some 
very young people have the dis­ 
ease, and the symptoms usually 
first appear among people 35 or a 
little over; rarely does gout strike 
for the first time in people over 
60 or 70. 
Gout upsets the body metabol­ 
ism, or regular tissue changes in­ 
volved 
in 
utilizing nourishment 
and excreting waste. Ordinarly, 
the body expels some of the worn- 
out cell matter by converting it to 
a chemical called uric acid which 
is excreted with urine. With gout 
patients, the uric acid accumulates 
instead in the blood and may be 
deposited in and around the joints, 
in certain cartilages or in some 
internal organs. As these abnorm­ 
alities develop, the patient suffers 
acute attacks of pain from time 
to time. 
The first attack of gout comes 
on suddenly, usually awakening 
its victim at night by a severe pain 
in one of the joints. The acute 
stage is over in about a week but 


the attack reoccurs, often about a 
year later, and involving a differ­ 
ent joint. Attacks then become 
more frequent. 


Gout is one of the oldest ailments 
in the history of medicine. It is 
still the painful and crippling con­ 
dition that it always was, but to­ 
day medical science believes it has 
in sight a cure for the ancient dis­ 
ease, perhaps one of the 
new 
drugs that are proving so promis­ 
ing in treating other ailments now.

GOUT 
There are quite a few people 
whose New Year’s resolutions at 
this time include a vow against 
over-indulgence in rich food and 
liquor. 
With the exception of gaining 
a few unwanted pounds, those who 
enjoy sound health p ro bably en­ 
joy the hearty eating of the cur­ 
rent holidays without serious af­ 
ter-effects. But for many gout pa­ 
tients, holiday indulgence means 
severe attacks of pain associated 
with their illness. 
Gout is a disease of the meta- 
bo1 ism 
characterized 
by 
pain, 
swelling, or tenderness in some 
joi it. While over-indulgence does 
not cause gout (the exact cause is 
unknown), the rich food and drink 
set ved on occasions like Christmas 
ho’idays bring on painful attacks 
foi gout sufferers who yield to 
tei lptation. 
Some think that gout is an n i­ 
ne s of the past, a painful retri- 
bu ion once visited on old men 
wl o ate and drank to excess in 
youth and middle age.

Some 
very young people have the dis­ 
ease, and the symptoms usually 
first appear among people 35 or a

Gout upsets the body metabol­ 
i c , or regular tissue changes in­ 
volved in utilizing nourishment 
and excreting waste. Ordinarly, 
the body expels some of the worn­ 
out cell m atter by converting it to 
a chemical called uric acid which 
is excreted with urine. With gout 
patients, the uric acid accumulates 
instead in the blood and may be 
deposited in and around the joints, 
in certain cartilages or in some 
internal organs. As these abnorm­ 
alities develop, the patient suffers 
acute attacks of pain from time 
to time. 
The first attack of gout comes 
on suddenly, usually awakening 
its victim at night by a severe pain 
in one of the joints. The acute 
stage is over in about a week but 


the attack reoccurs, often about a 
year later, and involving a differ­ 
ent joint. Attacks then become 
more frequent. 
Gout is one of the oldest ailments 
in the history of medicine. It is 
still the painful and crippling con­ 
dition that it always was, but to­ 
day medical science believes it has 
in sight a cure for the ancient dis­ 
ease, perhaps one of the new 
drugs that are proving so promis­ 
ing in treating other ailments now.
